One of the most interesting of the 


papers read before the State SaniUry 
Convontiom was in the form of » warn- 
ing against In '•emperance in the use of 
drugs. The writer, Dr. Prank Wood- 
bury, of thi» oity, has permitted tbe 
publication of this noteworthy contri- 
bution to popular knowledge in ad- 
vance of the annual report of tbe con- 
vention, and it is certainly worthy of 
careful study. The habit of taking into 
the system drugs of ''whose ultimate 
effects the partaker is either ignonmt 
or supremelv careless has grown very 
common of late among a large class of 
people who are usually credited with 
more than ordinary intelligence. Dr. 
Woodbury's experience leads him to 
the conclusion that it htw attained to 
such considerable proportions as to 
command attention and consideration 
from all medical practitioners. He 
finds the physic-tippler and medicine- 
bibber everywhere—not the solicitous 
and over-anxious citizen, who, with 
every slight cold or sore joint, rushes 
off to a doctor for a course of constitu- 
tional treatment, nor altogether the 
devotees of. narcotic and stimulant 
drugs, but a great mass of people who 
use almost every description of real 01 
pretended medicament without knowl- 
edge and without stint. Even the com- 
paratively harmless and innocuous foda 
water fountain has been diverted to the 
use of the physic-tippler, for upon in- 
quiry Dr. Woodbnry found that power- 
ful tinctures, extracts and elixirs, M 
well as potassium and sodium bromide, 
soda mint, sodium bicarbonate, acid 
phosphate and aromatic spirits of am- 
monia, were regularly served put to 
patrons of soda-water fountains in the 
drug stores. Probably very few of 
these customers could give a logical or 
pathological reason 
for this form

remedial agents. For over-medication 
is a danger against which the physi- 
cian guards no less carefully than 
against the earlier stages of an acute 
disease. He knows when to adminis- 
ter and when to withhold 
But the 


slave of a habit of drugging often per- 
sists until an enfeebled digestion and 
a collapsed nervous system sound im- 
perative notes of warning. 


In the immense increase noted ol 


late years m the preparation of nar- 
cotis and alkaline drugs, as well as in 
the 
continuous accessions 
to 
the 


amount of money invested in making 
patent medicines, Dr. Woodbury finds 
reasons tor believing that the practice 
of mediciue-bibbmg is more than keep- 
ing pace with the growth of wealth 
and population. Especially has there 
been increase in the demand for those 
drugs that act speoilically upon the 
neivous system. 
But tow years ago 


the bromides were little known or 
used; at the present time it is esti- 
mated that over two hundred tons are 
annually used in this country. Chloral 
hydrate has been in use but fifteen 
years, yet its consumption in Europe 
and America now amounts to many 
hundreds of tons each year, while of 
the opium products, of ether, chloro- 
form and the iodides, there is a con- 
stant flow from a severely-taxed yet 
apparently exhaustless source of sup- 
ply. Dr. Woodbury tells of a formula 
for a mixture containing chloral which 
he saw conspicuously posted behind a 
druggist's counter. 
It was found on 


inquiry that the posting was merely a 
matter of convenience, since the calls 
for the mixture were exceedingly fre- 
quent 
Alcoholic mixtures he learned 


were similarly redemanded, often for 
months after the occasion for their aw 
liad paused away. 
Intemperance in 


drugs and medicines, it appears, is no 
less common than are other forma of 
self-indulgenoe.—Philadelphia 
Record.

The stuff, when 
washed, showed glittering particles oi 
mica and little pieces of transparent 
white crystal. Sanguine people im- 
agine they have found gold and dia- 
monds, and are anxiously awaiting an- 
alysis."—M Y. Post. 


Statistics of Blindness. 


The world's blind are computed to 


number about 1,000,000, or about one 
sightless person to every 1,400 inhab- 
itants. 
In Austria, one person in 


every 1,785 is blind; in Sweden, one in 
every 1,418; in France, one in every 
1,191; in Prussia, one in every 1,111; 
in England, 
one in every 1,037. 


The propoition is greatest in Egypt, 
where, in Cairo, there is one blind 
person to every twenty inhabitants; 
while in New Zealand it'falls to one in 
every 8,5,30 inhabitants. Germany has 
the greatest number of institutions for 
the blind, thirty-five; England has 
sixteen ; France, thirteen; Austria- 
Hungary, tan; Italy, nine; Belgium, 
six; 
Australia, two, while America, 


Asia and Africa together are said to 
possess only $\\.—Arkansaw Traveler.

BLACKMAIL. 


The Wllson-Moen Case—How a Bogrue 
Caught a Sucker and Worked 
Him for Wealth. 


BOSTON, Nov. 12—In tho Wilson-Moen 


case yesterday morning the cross-exam- 
ination of the plaintiff was concluded. 
Could not identify his signature upon sev- 
eral notes and checks dated in 18T7; could 
not write at that time, although he had 
signed some documents by having his 
hand pushed by Moen. Had lent Moeu at 
different times $120,000. Moen's letter and 
telegrams concerning his promise to pay 
$100,000 had been used by the servant of 
witness to light fires.

Mr. Moon, trusting in the security of 
innocence, believed that by h.is payment of 
that $100 he had rid himself ol an unpleas- 
ant attack. 
In February, 187B, Moen re- 


coived a letter from Wilson, saying: 


Why in bell halnt you sent mo that money? 


IT you don't sond mo 11,000 you nor your prop- 
erly will not bo safe. I can hire my brother to 
swear to nny thing. You had better send tho 
money. 


Mr. King then detailed various occasions 


on which Moon had paid Wilson money. 
in October, 1870, Wilson sent word that ho 
had told his brothers tho substance of the 
story, and he thought they ought to be 
sent West.

The bank 
was tho first one organized in Indiana,

W. H. English being its first presi- 


dent, and for a time it was a gold mine for 
the stockholders. 


There is due depositors about 5700,000, 


aud they will all be paid, but whether the 
stockholders will get any thing or not de- 
pends upon the manner of the winding up 
of its affairs. 
It is the intention to retain 


its bank circulation, and turn over the cur- 
rent business to the Bank of Commerce, 
owued by Hon. W. C. Depauw, of New Al- 
bany, who is the heaviest stockholder in 
the First National.
